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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
LB 870, introduced at the request of the Governor, would prohibit an individual holding the office 
of Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, State Treasurer, Secretary of State, Auditor of 
Public Accounts, member of the Legislature, member of the Public Service Commission, member of 
the State Board of Education, or member of the Board of Regents of the University of Nebraska 
from becoming a lobbyist until two years have elapsed after such individual ceases to hold his or her 
office.  
 
Individuals who are registered lobbyists on, or before, the effective date of the act and held one of 
the specified offices within the past two years would be exempt from the lobbying restrictions. 
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
